DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The final rejection dated 1 8 October 2006 is withdrawn in view of the following 
rejections/objections. The withdrawal of the previous indication of allowability with respect to 
claim 28 is regretted. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the embodiment of claim 28 where 
the tool holder includes a first support member, a plurality of second support members each 
having a second connection portion and differently configured tool holding members each 
mounted to one of the second support members must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The description in the 
specification fails to provide any description as to how to make the embodiment as set forth in 
claim 28, i.e. an embodiment a plurality of second support members each include a second 
connection member securable to a first connection portion and where a differently configured 
tool holding member is mounted to each of the second support members. 

4. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 28, line 11, "each of the second support member" is grammatically unclear and 
"the second support member" is unclear since a plurality of second support members were 
previously set forth in the claim and one cannot determine which of the plurality is being 
claimed. 

Specification 

5. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
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following is required: no description can be found in the specification for the embodiment as set 
forth in claim 28. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 6-8, 10-12, 14-27 and 29-46 are allowed.
